This letter will acknowledge the substance of our several meetings and phone 
conversations, including our phone conversation earlier today, regarding prosecution of 
the above-captioned matter. It is my understanding that you and your wife desire a 
disposition of the matter that will eliminate the need for your son, to 
testify at trial. It is my further understanding that you would like any ; proposed 
disposition to result in a criminal conviction against the Defendant relating to his acts 
against 1 and the issuance of an Order of Protection preventing the Defendant from 
any contact with 1 , either directly or through third parties. 

In light of these conoerns, it is my understanding that you and your wife are 
amenable to the following proposed disposition of the matter: 

-Defendant to plead guilty of Endangering the Welfare of a Child for acts 

committed against ; 

- Issuance of an Order of Protection barring the Defendant from any of the above- 
referenced form of contact with . for a period of five years; and 
-Requirement that the Defendant undergo psychological evaluation and treatment 
as recommended. 

After review of this letter, I would respectfully ask that you sign below, indicating 
your understanding and agreement with this proposed disposition, and send the document 
back to our offices via facsimile, to my attention, at 71 8-802-3454.
